He (Wahb) 
replied: ‘Yes, but there is no key except that it has 
ridges. If you come with a key that has (the right) 
ridges it (the door to Jannah) will be opened for you, 
if not it will not be opened for you.” 

(Sahth Al-Bukhari, Kitabul-Jana’iz) 





It is narrated that Mu‘adh bin Jabal as a .2, | was 
riding behind the Prophet plus ade w! to ON a donkey 
and he sws ale all bo Said to me “O Mu‘adh, do you 
know what is the right of Allah on his slaves and 
what is the right of the slaves upon Allāh?” I respond- 
ed: “Allāh and His Messenger know best.” He wI to 
glug ave COntinued, “The Right of Allah upon His 
slaves is to worship Him Alone and never to associ- 
ate anything (Shirk) with him. The right of slaves 
upon Him is not to punish any person who does not 
associate anything (Shirk) with Him.” | said: “O 
Allah's Messenger lus atc al Lo, may | not give the 
glad tidings to the people?” He plus ade wi Lo replied: 
“No. Do not inform them lest they rely on (this prom- 
ise and lapse in their service to Him).” 

(The above Hadith is mentioned in two Sahth Books 
Al-Bukhari and Sahth Muslim). 


Worship is Tawhid, as, in this issue there had 
always been dispute between the Prophets and the 
polytheists (Mushrikün). Those who have not 
fulfilled the requirements of Tawhid are such as they 
have not worshipped Allah Jts s atzu. The message 
of the Prophet ols ats ai to (Tawhid) applies to all 
nations. All Prophets have brought one and the 
same religion. The major issue is that the worship of 
Allah cannot be performed until Taghüt is 
denounced. 


Allah Jis s lau says: 

“Whoever disbelieves in Tāghūt and believes in 
Allāh then he has grasped the most trustworthy 
handhold.” [Sūrah Al-Baqarah 2:256] 





At-Taghüt is inclusive of all that is worshipped other 
than Allah. 


At-Taghüt could be among Jinns or Humans. 


"And Do not set up any other ilàh (god) with Allah lest 
you should be thrown into Hell, blameworthy and 
rejected." [Sürah Al-Isra' 17:39] 


"It is those who believe (in the Oneness of Allah and 
worship none but Him Alone) and confuse not their 
belief with Zulm (wrong i.e. Shirk, by worshipping 
other besides Allah), for them (only) there is security 
and they are the guided." [Sürah Al-An'àm 6:82] 


Imam Ahmad recorded that ‘Abdullah said: 

“When this Ayah was revealed, ‘It is those who 
believe and confuse not their belief with Zulm 
(wrong)’,[Sdrah Al-An’am 6:82] it was hard on the 
people. They said, ‘O Allah's Messenger (ale au! bo 
cks)! Who among us did not commit Zulm against 
himself?’ He eus ade wi We Said, ‘It is not what you 
understood from it. Did you not hear what the 
righteous servant (Luqman su.) ale) Said, 

(O my son! Join not in worship others with Allah. 
Verily! Shirk is a great Zulm (wrong) indeed.)’ [Sdrah 
Luqman 31:13].” Therefore, it is about Shirk. 


Narrated by 'Ubadah bin As-Samit «« aw 55, that 
Allah's Messenger plus ale wi e said: 

“Whoever testifies La ilaha illa-Allah that there is 
nothing worthy of worship in truth (no God) except 
Allah Alone, Who is without (peer or) partner, and 
that Muhammad («L5 44e al o) is His slave and Mes- 
senger, and that ‘lesa (su! aJe) is the slave of Allah, 
His Messenger, and His Word which He bestowed in 
Maryam and a spirit (created) from Him, and that 
Paradise (Jannah) & Hell-fire (Jahannam) are reali- 
ties, Allah will admit him into Paradise (Jannah), 
whatever his deeds might be.” (Sahrh Al-Bukhari) 


‘Itban as ai 2, narrated that the Prophet shes aus al Yo 
said: 

“Indeed Allah has forbidden for Hell the person who 
testifies: ‘La ilaha illa-Allah that There is nothing 
worthy of worship in truth (no true God) but Allah’, 
seeking thereby nothing but Allah's Face (pleasure).” 


(Sahth Al-Bukhari, Sahth Muslim). 








Abu Sa'id Al-Khudri «« «x 45; narrated that Allah's 
Messenger lus ale WI lo Said: 

“Musa ou!) als Said: “Ya Rabb, teach me something 
through which | can remember You and supplicate to 
You.’ Allah Jes, 5: answered: ‘Ya Musa, say, La ilaha 
illa-Allah’. Masa said: ‘Ya Rabb, all your slaves say 
these words’. Allah said: ‘Ya Musa, if the seven heav- 
ens and all they contain other than Me and the seven 
earths as well, were all put in one side of a scale and 
La ilaha illa-Allah put in the other the latter would 
overweight them.” (This Hadith has been reported 
by Ibn Hibban, and Al-Hakim declared it Sahth). 


At-Tirmidhi reports from Anas «« au œ: He heard 
Allah's Messenger plus aus aul 4.» Saying: 

“Allah the Most Exalted said: ‘O son of Adam, were 
you to come to Me with the world full of sins, and 
meet Me without making anything partner to Me 
(Shirk), | would come to you with a similar amount of 
forgiveness.’ ” 


Indeed Allah has forbidden for Hell the person who 
testifies: ‘La ilaha illa-Allah (There is nothing worthy 
of worship in truth (no true God) but Allah),’ seeking 
thereby nothing but Allah's Face (pleasure). It consti- 
tutes abandonment of Shirk practically and not 
merely confessing La ilaha illa-Allah by the tongue. 


Ibrahim ui ats is the best example who preached 
and practiced pure Tawhid. 


Allah the 5 s 5t. said: 

"Verily Ibrahim was indeed a model, devoutly obedi- 
ent to Allah, unswervingly true in faith and he was not 
of those (Mushriq i.e idol worshippers) who ascribed 
partners to Allah." [Sürah Al-An'am 16:120]

And there has started between us 
animosity and hatred for ever, until you believe in 
Allah Alone”- except for the saying of Ibrahim to his 
father, “I will surely ask forgiveness for you, but | 
have no power to do anything for you before Allah.” 
Our Lord! upon You we put our trust, and to You we 
turn, and to You (Alone) is the final Return. [Sarah 
Al-Mumtahinah 60:4]

And (remember) when Ibrahim said, “O my Lord! 
Make this city (Makkah) secure, and keep me and 
my children away from ever worshipping idols”. 
[Sarah Ibrahim 14:35] 


Ibrahim su) ale called people to pure Tawhid. He 
was not a Mushrik (Idol Worshiper) rather a true 
Muslim Haneef (One who worship none but Allah 
Alone). Because of this Allah 5 s s. has taken 
Ibrahim pu) als as close Friend (Khalil). Khalil 
indicates a friendship so close that one loves and 
hates whatever one’s friend loves and hates and 
thus chooses allies and enemies in accordance with 
the allies and enemies of one's friend. And Allah s; 
Ji had commanded Muhammad Ls ade aUl lo tO 
follow the Millat (Religion) of Ibrahim su) ale, which 
he did accordingly, thus become a close friend of 
Allah ju 5 at. like Ibrahrm ausi ai. Islam is based 
or founded on the Millat of Ibrahim pusi «i. The 
Qur’an indicates that this is the ideal relationship 
that all believers should have with Allah us su. 
Since it warns that the enemies of Allah should also 
be the enemies of the believers, and that the believ- 
ers should not take the enemies of Allah as their 
friends (Sürah Al-Mumtahinah 60:1). Ibrahim eu «e 
demonstrates this himself, according to the state- 
ment in (Sürat At-Tawbah 9:114), which says that he 
used to pray for forgiveness for his father, but when 
it became clear to him that he was an enemy of 
Allah, he broke ties with him. 


"As for lbrahim’s prayer for his father's forgiveness, 
it was only in fulfilment of a promise he had 
made to him. But when it became clear to 
Ibrahrm that his father was an enemy of 
Allah, he broke ties with him. Ibrahim was 
truly  tender-hearted, forbearing." [Strat 
At-Tawbah 9:114] 








BREAKING OF IDOLS- THE SUNNAH OF PROPHET IBRĀHĪM pll ale 


If we don't practice pure Tawhid and ascribe partners with 
Allah i s 5t. then we are doomed. 


Allah the Almighty said: 

"Verily, Allah does not forgive associating others with Him 
(in worship), but He forgives except that (anything else) to 
whom He wills" [Sürah An-Nisa' 4:48, 116] 


Ibn Mas'ud «s wi œ narrated that Prophet Muhammad a- 
glug ade aul Said: 

“Whoever dies while ascribing partners to Allah, enters the 
Hell-fire.” (Sahth Al-Bukhari) 


Muslim reports from Jabir as ai 2, that Allah's Messenger 
glug ade all do Said: 

“Whoever meets Allah (on the Day of Judgement) not 
having associated anyone with Him (in worship), shall 
enter Paradise (Jannah); and whoever meets Him having 
committed Shirk in any way will enter the Hell-fire (Jahan- 
nam).” 


Who purifies Tawhtd (from Shirk) will enter Paradise 
without giving an Account. 


Husain bin ‘Abdur-Rahman «i 4.>, narrated: 

Once when | was with Sa‘id bin Jubair wi «a», he asked, 
“Who among you did see the shooting star last night?” | 
answered, “I had seen it,” and then explained that | was not 
at the prayer at the time because | had been stung by a 
poisonous scorpion. He said, “What did you then do?” | 
replied, “| used Ruqyah to cure it” He said, “What com- 
pelled you to do that?” | said, “A Hadith | heard from 
Ash-Sha’bi.” He asked, “Which Hadith Sha’bi narrated?” | 
replied, “He reported from Buraidah bin Al-Husaib, who 
said that Ruqyah is not allowed except for the treatment of 


‘evil eye’ (‘Ain) and (poisonous) sting.” He (Sai‘d bin 
Jubair) said, “He has done well by stopping on what 
he has heard (i.e. to act according to the knowledge 
as opposed to ignorance). However Ibn ‘Abbas w s 
«s narrated us that the Prophet plus ale ai o said, ‘All 
the nations were made to pass before me, and | saw 
a Prophet with a small group with him, and a Prophet 
with two or three people and a Prophet with none. 
Then there appeared a large group of people which I 
took to be my Ummah. But I was told that those were 
of Mūsā and his people. Later, a larger group 
appeared and | was told that those were my people. 
Among them were seventy thousand who would 
enter Jannah (Paradise) without reckoning or punish- 
ment.’ The Prophet «Lss aus aul 4.» then got up and went 
to his house, and the people went into discussion as 
to who they might be. Some said, ‘Perhaps they are 
the Companions of the Messenger of Allah.’ Others 
said, ‘May be they belong to those who were born in 
Islam and therefore had never ascribed anyone 
partner with Allah.’ And while they were exchanging 
their views like this, the Prophet plus ale wI Lo Came 
out and was informed about the news. He als ai Yo 
eL; Said, "Those people are those who do not treat 
themselves with Ruqyah, nor do they believe in bad 


or good omen (from birds etc.), nor do they get them- 
selves branded (cauterized), but they put their trust 
(only) in their Rabb Allah.’ On that ‘Ukashah bin 
Mihsan asc wi s got up and said (to Prophet ae avi do 
els) ‘Invoke Allah to make me one of them.’ He a! 2 
elu ade Said, ‘You are one of them.’ Then another man 
got up and said, ‘Invoke Allah to make me one of 
them.’ He elas ale aU! lo Said, ‘Ukashah has preceded 
you.’ ” (Sahth Al-Bukhari, Sahth Muslim) 


In Tawhid, people are classified into various ranks. 
Keeping away from cauterization and Ruqyah is the 
fullest purification of Tawhid. Which can only be 
attained through Tawakkul (trust in Allah Alone). The 
Companions of the Prophet Muhammad ous ade ail Jue 
knew that such degree of trust (Tawakkul) in Allah 
could not be attained without action. Purification of 
Tawhid is that action. 


And Allah knows best.
